& himſelf to the Will of his Heavenly Father, 
and to confound our Delicacies, he would 
needs leave his Lite by the moſt dolorous 
and ignominious, which was to be found a- 
mongſt all the Deaths of the whole World. 


The Death of a Crucified Man was the 


& moſt continual, languiſhing, and tearing of 


a Soul from the Body, with moſt exceſſive 


Violence and Agony. And yet the eternal 


Wiſdom choſe this kind of Puniſhment, and 


@ drank all the Sorrows of a Cup ſo bitter. 


He ſhould have died npon ſome Trophy, 
and breath'd out his laſt amongſt Flowers, 
and left his Soul in a Monument: And if 
he muſt needs have felt Death, to have had 
the leaſt ſenſe of it that might be; but he! 
would try the Rigour of all greateſt Suffer-"" 
ings, and fall to the very bottom of Diſ- 
honour. The abandoning of neareſt and 
moſt faithful Friends, is able to afflict any 
Heart; behold him forſaken by all his fo: 
Well- beloved Diſciples, of whom he had 
made Choice (amongſt all mortal Men) to 


ih 
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be the Depoſitaries of his Doctrine, of his 
Life, of his Blood. If Judas be at the Mi. 
ſtery of his Paſſion, it is to betray him; 
if St. Peter be there aſſiſting, it is to deny 
him; if his ſorrowful Mother ſtand at the 
Foot of the Croſs, it is to encreaſe the 
Grief of her Son; and after he had been 
ſo ill handled by his cruel Executioners, 
to crucifie him again by the Hands of Love. 
The couragious Mother, to triumph over 
herſelf by a magnanimous Conſtancy, was 
preſent at the Execution of her dear Son: 
She fix'd her Eyes upon all his Wounds, to 
engrave 'em deep in her Heart: She open'd 
her Soul wide to receive that ſharp piercing 
Sword, with which ſhe was threatned by that 
venerable old Simeon at her Purification.” - 
This admirable Merchant, who deſcended 
from Heaven to accompliſh the Buſineſs of 
all Ages, was raiſed on the Croſs when his 
Dolors were moſt ſharp and piercing; when 
bis Wounds did open on all Sides; when 
his precious Blood was ſned upon the Earth, 
and moiſtened it in great abundance, He 
conſider'd the extreme Malice of that cruel 
People, how thoſe which could not wound 
him with Iron, pierced him with the Points 
of their accurfed Tongues. He could quick- 
ly have made Fire come down from Heaven 
upon thoſe Rebellious Heads: And yet for- 
getting all his Paing to remember his Mer- 
cies, he open'd his Mouth, and the firſt 
, Word 
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Word he ſpake, was in favour of his Ene- 
mies, to nepotiate their Reconciliation be- 
fore his Soul departed. His delicate Body 
ſuffers moſt innocently, and all by moſt in- 
grate and hypocritical Perſons, who would 
colour their Vengeance with an Appearance 
of Holineſs. He ſuffers without any Com- 
fort at all, and (which is more) without be- 
moaning himſelf ; he ſuffers whatſoever 
they would or could lay upon him, to the 
laſt Gaſp of his Life. Heaven wears Mourn- 
ing upon the Croſs; all the Citizens of 
Heaven weep over his Torments : the 
Earth quakes, the Stones rend themſelves, 
Sepulchres open, the Dead ariſe : Only 


Patience. O that, at the Time of our 
Deaths, we could imitate. the Death of 
Jeſus; and then we ſhould be ſure to find 
the Streams of Life ! |

| A. Bp. Tillotſon, 

HE holy Sacrament, or laſt 
Supper of our moſt bleſſed 
Lord, is the moſt ſolemn 
Inſtitution of our Religion; 
and as we are Chriſtians, 
— we are oblig'd to the fre- 
quent receiving of it; and we cannot neg- 
let it, without a great Contempt of our 
bleſſed Saviour and his Religion. He hath 
appointed it for a ſolema Remembrance of 
his great Love to us, in laying down his 
Life for us, and therefore he commands us 
to do it in Remembrance of him; and St. Paul 
tells us, That as often as ye eat this Bread, 
and drink this Cup, we do ſhew forth the Lord's 
Death till he came. 2 

Both the Gomfort and the Benefit of it 


are great. The Comfort of it, becauſe it 
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does not only repreſent to us. the exceeding 
Love of our Saviour, in giving his Body to 
be broken, and his Blood to be ſhed for us; 
but it likewiſe ſeals to us all thoſe Bleſſings 
and Benefits which are purchas'd and pro- 
cur'd for us by his Death and Paſſion, the 
Pardon of Sin, and Power againſt Sin. 


The Benefit of it is alſo great, becauſe 
hereby we are confirm'd in Goodneſs, and 
our Reſolutions of better Obedience are 
ſtrengthen'd; and the Grace of God's holy 
Spirit to enable us to do his Will, 1s here- 
by convey'd to us. | 

And the beſt Preparation for it, is by a 
ſincere Repentance for all our Sins and Mil. 
carriages, which we remember our ſelves to 
be at any Time guilty of; by daily Prayer 
to God, that he would give us a ſincere Re- 


Pentance for all our Sins, and mercifully 


forgive them to us; and by a ſincere and 
firm Reſolution to forſake our Sins, and to 
do better for the future ; to be more care-
